Settlement of disputes over the closure of factories in 1954. 

Andhra Dress Manufacturing Company, Ghirala, Guntur 
district . — A worker was manhandled in front of the Company 
by outsiders due to some faction and it is alleged that one 
cutting maistry instigated the fight as the worker was not 
willing to join the Union. Fearing further occurrences of a 
similar nature, the proprietor declared lockout with effect from 
20th March 1954. On the intervention of the Labour Officer 
and the Assistant Commissioner of Labour, the management 
agreed to lift the lookout and re-open the establishment with 
effect from 22nd March 1954, and to take back all the 
workers. 

2. Tungahhadra Industries, Kurnool.— The President of 
the Tungabhadra Industries Labour Union, Kurnool made a 
telegraphic representation on 4th June 1954, that the factory 
was closed down since 31st May 1954, on the plea of adverse 
trade conditions and that 500 workers were consequently 
thrown out of employment. On the intervention of the Labour 
Officer, Anantapur, the workers resumed work in the factory 
from 7th June 1954 when it was re. opened. The manage- 
ment was advised to pay the workers lay off compensa- 
tion for the duration of the closure (i.o.,) from 31st May 1954 
to 6th June 1954, as per the provisions of the Industrial 
Disputes Act, 1947. 

3. Gudlavalleru Bice Mills, Gudlavalleru, Krishna 
district . — Employers of certain Rice Mills at Gudlavalleru, 
Krishna district looked out workmen following the strike on 
22nd July 1954, which was organised by workers to express 
their sympathy in respect of., the workman who had been 
manhandled by a clerk in one of the factories for his refusal 
to take up work in the early hours on 2l8t July 1954.
